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£70,000 
for Ely’s 


TENS of thousands of pounds 
are being spent on improving 
Ely’s Country Park. 

Work on revamping and 
upgrading the key area of open 
space, which includes Pocket 
Park, got under way this week. 

Around £70,000 is being spent 
on the refurbishment - all of 
which is section 106 money 
given to East Cambridgeshire 
District Council as a result of the 
building of the city’s Sainsbury’s 
store in nearby Lisle Lane. 

A total of £5,000 of section 106 
funding is also being spent on 
installing new state-of-the-art 
solar lighting in the park. 

The work includes: 

■ New play equipment for tod¬ 
dlers 

■ A new outdoor fitness trail 
for older children 

■ An accessible trampoline 
and roundabout 

■ New picnic tables with wind¬ 
breaks and shelter 

■ New cycle parking 

■ Wheelchair accessible seat¬ 
ing 

The district council says the 
work follows a consultation with 
local families and users of the 
park, which asked them what 
equipment and facilities they 
would like to see added to the 
area. 
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Allison Conder, the council’s 
principal community and lei¬ 
sure services officer, said: “Ely’s 
Country Park has developed a lot 
over the last couple of years to 
become a place for people to 
enjoy whether they are playing, 
walking or enjoying nature. 

“The new equipment has been 
carefully designed so it fits in 
with the park’s setting and fits 
the needs of the people who use 
the area most. 

“There will be new things for 
children of ah ages as well as 
more places for people to sit and 
picnic. We hope the new facili¬ 
ties at the park will make it an 
even better place to spend your 
time.” 

The work is being carried out 
by Wicksteed Playscapes and 
should be completed by April 28.

Paramedic facing

A PARAMEDIC accused of 
sexually assaulting three 
women in Ely has been tem¬ 
porarily struck off the medi¬ 
cal register. 

Colin Hakin, 51, is charged 
with four counts of sexual 
assault relating to three com¬ 
plainants. 

Hakin, of Grimshoe Road, 
Downham Market, and who 
was based at Ely ambulance 
station, in Newnham Street, 
pleaded not guilty to all the

offences when he appeared at

Court on March 4. 

The case was sent for trial at 
Cambridge Crown Court on 
September 8. 

In the meantime, Hakin has 
been suspended by the East of 
England Ambulance Service 
and on Monday the Health 
and Care Professions Council 
(HCPC) granted an interim 


order application to ban him 
from working as a medical 
professional. The order was 
granted for 18 months.

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£2.2 billion 
revamp for 
region’s rail 
network 

MORE than £2 billion 
will be spent on 
improving rail services 
in East Anglia - including 
upgrading the Ely North 
Junction. 

Bosses at Network Rail 
announced this week 
that £2.2 billion is being 
spent on revamping and 
modernising the region’s 
rail network over the 
next five years. 

Improving the Ely 
North Junction, which is 
located at Queen 
Adelaide and links 
London, Cambridge, 
Norwich, Peterborough 
and King’s Lynn, is 
among Network Rail’s 
priorities, although the 
work has been in the 
pipeline for years. 

By double tracking the 
Ely junction bottleneck, 
campaigners say it could 
generate economic 
benefits totalling £100 
million. 

It would also allow 
trains to run every half 
hour from Cambridge to 
King’s Lynn and 
Norwich, and it would 
relieve pressure on the 
region’s congestion- 
blighted roads by 
enabling more freight to 
be taken by rail from 
Felixstowe to the 
Midlands.

Michael Monk, chairman of 
Cambridgeshire CPRE, said: 
“CPRE shares the concerns of 
the Ely Crossing Action 
Group about the adverse 
impact of the current pro¬ 
posals on the setting of Ely. 

“It would adversely affect 
views of the world famous 


cathedral from the approach 
to Ely, as well as views from 
the cathedral of the wide 
open fen countryside. 

“We do not underestimate 
the need for a solution to the 
current traffic problems, 
which will only get worse 
over time as the city grows. 

“However, we remain con¬ 
vinced that a better alterna¬ 
tive must be found even if it 
is more expensive.”

ROTARIANS were out in force in 
Ely to raise much-needed funds 
for their End Polio Now campaign. 

Members of the Ely Hereward 
Rotary Club hosted a special Mile 
of Coins event in the city’s High 
Street on Saturday. 

Thanks to generous members 
of the public and using giant 
rulers, the Rotarians gathered the 
equivalent of a 140-yard stretch 
of coins and raised £432 in total. 

People who donated £1 were 
also given a purple crocus badge 
to represent the purple dye 
applied to the little finger of a 
child immunised against Polio. 

Rotarian Janet Porter, who 
organised the event, said: “On a 
large wooden ruler, donations 
were laid out at £1 per foot, with 
each foot representing 10 doses 
of Polio vaccine. 

“The 100 yard track was filled 
in just three hours, and was then 
started round again, finishing the 
day with a magnificent £432. 

“Donations came from everyone 
from toddlers to pensioners. 

“Some of the youngsters had to 
ask what Polio was but one local 
resident knew only too well 
having contracted Polio in the 
1950s during one of the last 
outbreaks in England. 

“The money raised will go to 
help eradicate Polio from the last 
three countries in the world in 
which it still occurs, and to stop 
the disease returning to the 
Middle East among refugees from 
the war in Syria.”

Plans for over 
100 new homes 


HUGE plans to build almost 
130 new homes near Ely have 
moved a major step closer. 

It was in February that 
Cheshire-based firm, 
Gladman Developments Ltd, 
approached East 

Cambridgeshire District 
Council about developing 
land north of Field End, 
Witchford. 

A screening opinion to build 
up to 128 new properties on 
the site was submitted and 
now the company has lodged 
a formal outline planning 
application with the council. 

In a statement to the author¬ 
ity, the firm said: “The devel¬ 
opment provides a total of 3.82 
hectares for residential devel¬ 
opment, providing up to 128 
dwellings. 

“There will be a range of 
block densities with and aver¬ 
age net density of 33 dwellings 
per hectare. 

“The development will pro- 
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vide for a broad mix of dwell¬ 
ings and house types, ranging 
from 2-5 bedroom units, offer¬ 
ing a mix of market housing 
from first time homes to larger 
family homes.” 

The company says planting 
will be used to “minimise” the 
effects of the new properties 
on residents living near to the 
development. 

They said: “In land¬ 
scape and visual 
terms, the assess¬ 
ment demonstrates 
that the Masterplan 
proposals respond 
well to the local 
landscape character 
of the site, recognis¬ 
ing and responding to 
opportunities to retain 
views, extend local public 
open space and enhance the 
local landscape character. 

“Development of the site 


would not notably influence 
the character of the landscape 
beyond the immediate sur¬ 
rounds of the site. 

“For those properties adjoin¬ 
ing the site, visual effects will 
be minimised by additional 
buffer planting and housing 
backing onto the rear of exist¬ 
ing housing.” 

Of the 128 properties pro¬ 
posed, 30 per cent would be 
classed as affordable hous¬ 
ing. 

Gladman Develop¬ 
ments also want to 
build 100 new homes 
on land south of 
number 18, 

Wilburton Road, 
Haddenham. 

Plans have been sub¬ 
mitted and, to date, are 
proving controversial. 

A decision is expected 
within eight weeks.

Why are you trying to stop a project that will 
do away with a lot of pollution and congestion 
in Ely? I strongly recommend you go to 
Lincoln, and you will see a vibrant city centre 
surrounded, not only on the outskirts, by 
industrial parks, but also within the city itself. 
Lincoln also has a regular mini bus service 
taking people in and out of the centre, so 
trying to park is not a problem, this is one of 
things that could be done on the proposed 
industrial site, adding an area for Park & Ride, 
thus keeping more pollution out of the city.

FURTHER to the lead article in the Ely News. 
Like Cllr Palmer, I too am concerned about the 
growing influence of non-departmental public 
bodies like English Heritage on local decision 
making, and I write to you as an Ely resident 
living with the traffic congestion in Station 
Road; a keen walker; a motorist and a fan of Ely 
Cathedral. 

In this quiet corner of Cambridgeshire where 
the rush hour only lasts 25 minutes, the quality 
of life where I live is blighted by obstructed 
vehicles. 

This is the case when the road is flowing 
normally, which is sometime made extra worse 
if a hapless, high vehicle attempts to limbo 
under the low underpass near the station and 
causes absolute gridlock. 

No such problems exist in any town or village 
on the A142 between Newmarket and 
Chatteris, as they have all been by-passed. The 
delivery of Ely’s southern by-pass would not be 
a question of moving the bottle-neck a couple 
of miles down the road, for there is none left 
between Ely and the A1 at Peterborough. 

I occasionally catch the train to Waterbeach 
and return to Ely on foot alongside the 
riverside path. 

It takes about four hours and the top of Ely 
Cathedral’s west tower flag pole becomes 
visible by the time the River Cam joins the Old 
West and River Ouse, near to where the Fish & 
Duck used to be. 

What a tremendous vantage the proposed 
by-pass bridge would provide, not only for a 
few long-distant ramblers and cyclists, but also 
for those taking the short walk from Ely and 
the thousands of drivers and passengers 
passing over it. 

To claim the view of Ely Cathedral would be 
diminished by the construction of this by-pass 
is ridiculous, surely many more people would 
benefit from seeing the view if the plan went 
ahead. 

I respectfully suggest that County Council 
officers and members should not be at all 
inhibited by the red tape created by such 
organisations as English Heritage. 

Instead they should be determined to share 
our Cathedral’s precious view and let common 
sense prevail.

Tory quits party 
over restructure 


ANOTHER Conservative member 
at East Cambridgeshire District 
Council (ECDC) has resigned from 
his party. 

Cllr Philip Read, who has been a 
member of ECDC on and off for 
more than 40 years and represents 
Sutton ward, has quit the party and 
could now become an independent 
councillor instead. 

Cllr Read, who lives in Sutton, says 
the main reason he has decided to 
resign is that he does not agree with 
the radical re-structure which is 
happening at the authority. 

His decision comes just weeks 
after former ECDC leader, 
Conservative Cllr Peter Moakes, 
resigned from the council altogeth¬ 
er - again over the re-structure, 
which could see around 25 redun¬ 
dancies being made. 

Like Cllr Moakes, Cllr Read also 
believes the council should be 
charging people to park in Ely 
instead of axing jobs. 

The proposed restructure is being 
led by council leader lames Palmer, 
who admits the changes are “radi-

cal” but insists they will be “a 
change for the better”. 

Speaking to Ely News this week, 
Cllr Palmer said: “I am delighted 
that this restructure has, in part, 
enabled us to freeze council tax this 
year, and I believe this new approach 
puts us into an excellent position to 
deliver on our promises to East 
Cambridgeshire residents. 

“We do not believe that the opposi¬ 
tion budget proposals of using the 
New Homes Bonus to prop up the 
salaries budget or to increase the 
parking charges to hard working 
commuters using Angel Drove car 
park was the right approach.” 

Conservative Cllr Anna Bailey, 
who lives in Ely and represents the 
Downham Villages, has also spoken 
out to reassure both residents and 
council staff that the restructure 
will be for the better. 

Cllr Bailey, who is chairman of the 
personnel and corporate services 
committee, said: “We want all staff 


that work for the council to have the 
opportunity to shine, so we are 
seeking ways to unleash the talent 
further down the organisation by 
pushing decision making down¬ 
wards, giving all staff the opportu¬ 
nity to be creative and to be reward¬ 
ed for good performance. 

“The new structure is designed to 
support this move into a modern, 
commercially intelligent creative 
public service that the people of 
East Cambridgeshire deserve. 

“We are determined to turn the 
council into a can-do, pro-business 
organisation that is as self-financ¬ 
ing as it possibly can be.” 

Cllr Read could also now have to 
resign from the Conservative group 
at Cambridgeshire County Council, 
where he has been a member since 
1975. 

He is now deciding whether to join 
the councils’ Independent parties, 
whose membership have increased 
considerably in recent years.

Boost for 

cinema 

proposals 

AMBITIOUS plans to 
build a new cinema and 
restaurant complex in Ely 
have been given a boost. 

Bosses at Turnstone 
(Ely) Ltd approached East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council last month with 
a ‘screening option’ to 
build a multi-million 
pound leisure 
development on land 
adjacent to Ely Rugby 
Club, in Downham Road.

Therefore an 
environmental statement 
will not be required.” 

The proposals are for a 
six-screen cinema, eight 
restaurants, a leisure 
centre and an underpass 
on the A10 linking the 
site to the city. 

The news comes just a 
week after a rival 
screening option to build 
a supermarket and 
leisure complex on the 
land was submitted by 
the Cambridge Property 
Group - the outcome of 
which is yet to be 
decided.

City sees property boom 


THE property market in the Ely 
area is the best it has been for 
more than five years, with some 
houses selling within days - or 
even hours - of being listed. 

Local estate agents says the num¬ 
ber of people viewing properties in 
the area has dramatically increased 
since the start of the year and bat¬ 
tles between buyers mean some 
properties sell for more than the 
asking price.

PLANS to build a mini solar farm 
have been approved - despite 
fears it could be “detrimental” to 
views of Ely Cathedral. 

Andrew King applied for plan¬ 
ning permission to erect 1,000 
ground-mounted solar panels on a 
field at Frogs Abbey Farm in West 
Fen, Coveney, last November. 

East Cambridgeshire District 
Council has now given the pro¬ 
posals the green light, despite 
concerns from Coveney Parish 
Council that they would be an 
“unsightly intrusion into the 
countryside” and “detrimental to 
the views of the cathedral”. 

No other objections were lodged. 

Mr King’s agents said: “The solar 
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photo-voltaic array will be situat¬ 
ed away from the public highway 
and will not be obviously visible to 
other local residences other than 
the applicant’s property.” 

Planning officer Ann Caffall 
said: “It is considered that a coun¬ 
tryside location is appropriate. 
There would be no loss of biodi¬ 
versity, the amenity of residents 
will not be detrimentally affected 
and the wider public benefits 
associated with renewable energy 
is outweighed by the impact of 
public views of the site.”

Cleaning muddy roads 
costs £1,000 a time 


MUD left on the Ely area’s roads by 
farmers and construction lorries 
costs the county council £1,000 each 
time to clean up. 

Figures released by Cambridgeshire 
County Council show that where 
there’s farmers’ muck on 
Cambridgeshire roads, its taxpayers’ 
brass that pays to clear it up. 

The cost of clearing mud from high¬ 
ways in the county which has been left 
on the roads by farmers and construc¬ 
tion lorries costs £1,000 a time. 

From January to December last year, 
council clearers were out 16 times with 
a total price tag of £16,000, according 
to the figures. 

A council spokesman said: “Mud left 
on the road by farm animals and farm 
machinery causes danger and incon¬ 
venience to other road users. 

“Cleaning up the mess left by vehi¬ 
cles travelling in and out of muddy 
fields and off road sites is up to the 
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driver who has deposited it. 

“We understand that landowners 
and farmers have to take large vehicles 
on and off muddy fields, especially in 
Fenland, and it is impossible to stop 
dirt from going onto the roads. 

“In the majority of cases this is then 
cleared up by those responsible and 
we thank them for doing this. 

“However, where mud is not cleaned 
up then vital tax payers’ money, which 
could be spent on essential, road safe¬ 
ty schemes, has to be used to clear up 
the dirt or mud.” 

The issue with mud being left on 
roads in the Ely area has proven to be 
contentious over the last few months 
and earlier this year, police blamed it 
on the increase in the local production 
of maize and other crops used for bio¬ 
fuels. 

The council spokesman said: “The 


county council will try to recoup those 
costs from the person who left the dirt 
or mud and may also prosecute. 

“The police also have powers to force 
removal of mud from roads. 

“It is a criminal offence to leave mud 
on roads and not clear it up.” 

To report mud on roads in the coun¬ 
ty, contact Cambridgeshire 
Constabulary on 101 who will contact 
either the responsible party or the rel¬ 
evant highways authority for assis¬ 
tance.

SOME local arts services provided 
by leading organisation Arts 
Development in East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire (ADeC) are to be axed. 

Now grant funding for the Ely- 
based charity is soon to become 
the responsibility of the City of Ely 
Council rather than East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District Council, ADeC 
says some of its services will be 
scrapped this month. 

Although the organisation says it 
is “very pleased” to be working 
with the city council, it also says 
the changeover is leading to a re¬ 
structuring. 

As reported last week, grant 
funding for the charity, as well as 
funding for Ely Museum and own¬ 
ership of The Maltings, is being 
transferred to the city council. 

Among the ADeC services being 
axed is the small grants scheme 
which it currently runs to help out 
smaller arts organisations. 

A spokeswoman for ADeC said: 
“We are very pleased to be working 
with the city council, and believe 
this is in the best long-term 
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interests of ADeC. However, the 
end of our core arts development 
funding from the district council 
means in the short-to-medium- 
term, our focus will be on the 
development of our venue-based 
activities, including Ely Cinema 
and the Babylon Gallery, and the 
delivery of high quality arts-based 
projects. 

“Some of our activities, which 
form a part of our current funding 
agreement with the district coun¬ 
cil, including our small grants 
scheme and the free advice service 
for groups and individuals want¬ 
ing to develop arts activities, will 
come to an end from this April.” 

The organisation’s director, Jane 
Wilson, is leaving in mid-April and 
there will soon be two co-directors 
- Nathan Jones and Caroline 
Cawley - both of whom are exist¬ 
ing staff members.

Cute Korky set for 
his next adventure 


A PUPPY which was born 
on the hit ITV show Me and 
My Guide Dog is one step 
closer to becoming a fully 
fledged guide dog. 

Korky the Labrador/ 
Golden Retriever cross was 
one of a litter of 11 puppies 
born in front of millions of 
viewers on the show, hosted 
by Paul O’Grady. 

Once old enough to leave 
his mum, he went to live 
with Michelle Taylor and 
her family in Mepal, who 
are trained puppy walkers 
for the Guide Dogs charity. 

And after months of teach¬ 
ing him his basic comm¬ 
ands and introducing him 
to new experiences - such 
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as learning how to cope in 
crowded places, during 
which he became quite a 
star locally - Korky, now 
aged 13 months, has moved 
to the Guide Dog Training 
School in Redbridge in 
London. 

Michelle, who has been a 
puppy walker for three 
trainee guide dogs now, 
said: “Korky might have 
been the third dog we’ve 
said goodbye to but it cer¬ 
tainly doesn’t get any easier. 

“Obviously it’s sad as they 
become such a massive part 
of the family but we just 


hold onto the reason why 
we do it and that gets us 
through. 

“Korky is a fantastic pup 
and he’s already settling in 
brilliantly. He’s already 
started his harness training 
at Redbridge and I’m told 
he’s taking to it well so his 
future as a guide dog cer¬ 
tainly looks promising.” 

As is the case with all 
guide dog puppies, Korky’s 
training will continue until, 
if and when, he makes the 
grade as a fully trained 
guide dog, helping someone 
who is blind or partially- 
sighted. 

If for whatever reason he 
does not make the grade, he 


will be re-homed either as a 
specialist hearing dog, dog 
for the disabled, ‘buddy 
dog’ or as a family pet. 

Michelle, who lives with 
her husband, Roger, is hav¬ 
ing a short break before she 
takes on another puppy but 
is being a ‘guide dog board¬ 
er’, which means she will 
look after other people’s 
trainee guide dogs as and 
when they need her to. 

She said: “I’d urge people 
who have the time and ded¬ 
ication to get involved with 
Guide Dogs in whatever way 
they can.”

Giving families 
a helping hand 


A SINGLE mother of nine 
children from four different 
fathers - three of whom had 
beaten her in front of her 
youngsters... 

This is just one of more than 
700 dysfunctional families 
being helped in 
Cambridgeshire under a 
Government programme 
introduced in the wake of the 
2011 summer riots. 

The mum had been to pris¬ 
on, as had two of her eldest, 
and most of her children, 
aged from 2 to young adult¬ 
hood, would play truant from 
their four different schools. 

Their turbulent family life 
has had consequences for 
their neighbours, who have 
endured harassment, anti¬ 
social behaviour and intimi¬ 
dation. 

Of the 706 families targeted 
under the scheme, a total of 
85 are from East 
Cambridgeshire. 

141 are from Cambridge, 105 
from South Cambridgeshire, 
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but Huntingdonshire tops 
the table in the county with 
179, followed closely by 
Fenland with 173. 

Alison Smith, the county’s 
Together for Families lead 
officer, said the programme 
was about “breaking the 
intergenerational cycle’’ 
of deprivation, 
offending and 
instability in trou¬ 
bled families, 
helping them to 
improve their 
lives, while reduc¬ 
ing the impact on 
others - and the 
public purse. 

After around 18 
months of working with the 
family mentioned above, Ms 
Smith, who says they were 
receiving virtually no sup¬ 
port beforehand, says there 
has been no antisocial behav¬ 
iour reported in the last six 
months, the tenancy is sta¬ 


ble, the mother is paying off 
rent arrears and all the 
school-age children are 
attending school full-time. 

The programme is funded 
on a “payments by results” 
basis by Central Government 
and is staffed by existing 
council employees. 

A dedicated worker is 
assigned to each family 
and gives practical 
support with things 
like housing, tru¬ 
ancy, benefits and 
employment. 

Ms Smith said: 
“Sometimes they 
are there in the 
morning to help 
with the school rou¬ 
tine and other times at 
the end of the day. 

“They are persistent, they 
do not give up and they are 
not afraid to use sanctions 
like evictions, court proceed¬ 
ings and criminal proceed¬ 
ings, which are all at their 
disposal.”

THE WRITE 
STUFF: 
Rachel 
Joyce 




GUIDE 


WHEN we speak, Rachel Joyce is on a train, 
dipping in and out of signal, writes Ella 
Walker. 

As The Unlikely Pilgrimage 
of Harold Fry author tries to 
list what she grew up reading, 
her voice sputtering and fizzing 
through static, we decide to give 
up, resorting to email instead. 

It's a shame, but I couldn't make 
her shout down a carriage, and in 
some ways, writing her answers 
seems more apt for a novelist who 
considers herself 'pretty quiet and 
reclusive' these days. 

[ Strangely, Joyce's career actually 
began on stage, first at RADA, and 
then with the RSC where she won 
a Time Out Actress of the Year 
award for playing Nora in Ibsen's A 
Doll's House, before giving it up to 
concentrate on writing radio plays 
and raising a family (her husband, 
four children and a gaggle of 
chickens). 

"It suits me better to write,” she 
says, explaining how she doesn't 
really long for her thespian days. "And actually, I am 
using the same parts of myself when I write - I take 
what I know, what I feel, and I jump from there into 
my imagination.” 

So far, her imagination has brought us the Man 
Booker long-listed Harold Fry and 2013's critically 
acclaimed Perfect, both of which she is due to 
discuss at this spring's Cambridge Literary Festival, 
alongside Cambridgeshire author Jill Dawson ( Fred 
and Edie, The Tell-Tale Heart). 

Now based in Gloucestershire, Joyce has written 
more than 20 plays for BBC Radio 4 and, alongside 
a Tinniswood Award for best radio play in 2007, has 
also crammed in adaptations for the Classic Series 
and Woman's Hour. 

This is how The Unlikely Pilgrimage of Harold Fry, 
her debut novel, started out, as a radio play Joyce 
wrote 'for my dad when he was dying of cancer'. 

If you don't have a well-worn, twice or triple-read 
copy of your own, it tells the tale of retiree Harold 
Fry who, emotionally choked, sets out to post a 
letter to an old friend, Queenie Hennessey, who is 
dying. Instead of posting his letter in the box at the 
end of his road, Harold finds himself walking past 
it, until he realises he needs, for his own sake, to 
deliver that letter to Queenie personally. So begins a 
mammoth walk to Berwick-upon-Tweed. 

Full of kindness and tenderness, Harold's memories 
and regrets sift through his mind as he walks, leaving 
you a blubbery but smiling mess as you read. 

"In my grief, I think I needed to construct a world 
in which a dying woman might be saved,” says 
Joyce. "But I also wanted to celebrate the ordinary.” 


For several years Harold Fry was squirreled away, 
increasingly nudging at Joyce to take it further, 
before she signed up to a Faber Academy fiction 
writing course in order to transform it from play to 
fully formed novel. 

Does she find writing a book tougher than 
constructing a radio play? "Both present challenges, 
but I am very glad I have spent so many years writing 
radio drama,” she says. "It is a fantastic discipline 
and has taught me a lot about structure, pace and 
how to use dialogue.” 

The transformation was obviously a success and, 
despite being beaten in the Man Booker race by the 
unbeatable Hilary Mantel, Harold Fry became an 
international bestseller and book club staple. Why 
does she think it struck such a chord with readers? 
"People ask me this question a lot,” Joyce muses. 
"And the truth is that I don't know. I don't really 
even want to know. Because I'd rather stay inside my 
writing, than jump outside it.” 

A habitual avoider of reviews, she is 
understandably pleased with how both Harold 
Fry and Perfect have been received (understatedly 
calling the Man Booker nomination 'exciting and 
completely unexpected'), but is intent on knuckling 
down to the writing, and not fussing with what 
people think and expect of her. 

Set in the summer of 1972, Perfect follow's 
11-year-old Byron Hemmingway and his friend James 
who is convinced two seconds have been added 
into the fabric of time. The consequences could be 
devastating for Byron's mother, but for present day 
Jim, who cleans cafe tables and struggles to control 
his OCD, those life-changing two seconds mean 
something else entirely... 

Noting how much darker than Harold Fry Perfect 
is, "We run our lives according to the rule of time. 

We assume everything is going forwards and at a 
regular speed,” says Joyce. "I think it's interesting 
sometimes to wobble those rules. But the book is 
really about the fact that the course of a life can 
change in a matter of seconds.” 

She had already begun writing Perfect before 
Harold Fry was published and, when asked if she felt 
under pressure to produce a second novel as equally 
wowing as the first, notes: "I tend to run away to 
my writing shed and get lost in the story that I am 
telling. I try very hard not to judge it. 

"I did everything I could do for those stories and 
then I let them go. They stand a little apart from me 
now. They are what they are.” 

Her own 'to read' list is currently quite sparse 
(a rare finding in an author). Aside from Mrs 
Hemingway by Naomi Wood, which is on her 
bedside table, Joyce admits: "I find it difficult to 
read fiction when I am finishing a book (and I am) 
because I like to enter another world when I read. 

"That's not a good idea when you have a story of 
your own, and characters of your own, all shouting 
for some kind of resolution.”

DIVERGENT (I2A, 139 mins) 

ADAPTED from the opening book of Veronica 
Roth’s best-selling trilogy for young adults, 
Divergent is a rites of passage story baked to a 
similar recipe as The Hunger Games. 

Neil Burger's film separates a gung-ho heroine 
from the people she loves and compels her to 
undergo a series of gruelling challenges, killing 
fellow teenagers to ensure her survival. 

Spookily, the running time of the two films is 
almost identical, although this dystopian fantasy 
earns its 12A certificate without spilling as much 
innocent blood. 

Shailene Woodley, who was deservedly 
nominated for a Golden Globe opposite George 
Clooney in The Descendants , is perfectly cast as 
the teenage protagonist, who leads the rebellion 
against a corrupt system. She is the beating heart 
of the slickly engineered film and effortlessly tugs 
heartstrings in pivotal scenes of loss. 

A slow-burning romantic subplot ensures the 
target audience will swoon as the heroine suffers 
exquisite pangs of first love, while a tub-thumping 
denouement sets the scene for the next two 
instalments, Insurgent and Allegiant, released in 
2015 and 2016 respectively. 

Futuristic Chicago is divided into five factions - 
Abnegation, Amity, Candor, Dauntless and Erudite 
- which exemplify positive aspects of the human 


personality: selflessness, cordiality, honesty, 
intelligence and courage. 

On a specific day each year, 16-year-olds 
undergo an aptitude test that reveals their destiny. 

Beatrice Prior (Shailene Woodley) is poised to 
take that test. She lives in Abnegation with her 
brother Caleb (Ansel Elgort) and parents Andrew 
(Tony Goldwyn) and Natalie (Ashley Judd) but 
questions where her future lies. 

"Everyone knows where they belong, except for 
me..." she laments in voiceover. 

The results of Beatrice's test are inconclusive and 
Tori (Maggie Q), who administers the procedure 
behind closed doors, tells the 16-year-old that she 
is a Divergent. 

Beatrice must hide her status because Divergents 
threaten the finely-balanced system and are being 
hunted by Jeanine Matthews (Kate Winslet), 
strident leader of Erudite. 

Divergent feels a smidgen light on exposition and 
character development but Woodley is terrific and 
she catalyses smouldering on-screen chemistry 
with James. 

Winslet sinks her pearly whites into her first 
villainous role, and director Burger obscures 
the actress's baby bump - she was five months 
pregnant during filming - with an array of laptops 
and folders that becoming a running joke by the 
end credits.
